Willicsliarre, I'a., Oct. 7.— The 
news of the calling out of the entire 
national guard of Pennsylvania did 
not become generally known through 
out this region until late, the news 
having been received too late for gen 
eral circulation. It was received in a 
matter-of'faot way and did not cause 
any commotion or much surprise. The 
entire Wyoming valley, of which 
Wllkesharre is the ccntiT. has been 
mildly quiet. The sheriff has received 
no reports of violence anywhere, and 
in fact there has been no disorder of 
aiiy consequence since last week. The 
situation r>> far as the mining of coal 
is concerned remains absolutely un- 
changed. There is some coal being 
shipped, but the quantity Is .very 
email The absence from strike head- 
quarters of President Mitchell and 
the district presldent.s, who are in 
Buffalo in conference with the repre- 
■entatlvea of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, made things rather 
quiet here. National Board Alembcr 
John Fallon was in charge, but he h.ail 
nothing to give out. A few striking 
miners gathered about headquarters, 
but they soon left ft>r their homes 
when they found there was nothing 
new in the situation. The action of 
Governor Stone in sending all tho 
troope to Uve strike region is both ap 
proved Md eondemned. The coal 
oompMy Vtfllclals and others who hold 
the same views as the operators, 
think the governor has done the pro 
per thing and express the hope that 
the great itmggl* win soon come to 
an end. They predict that with pro- 
tection the men will go to work. 
There will be no trouble in getting a 
sufficient number of men to produce 
•Bongh coal t» relieve the situation 
so far as the threatened fuel famine 
Is concerned.

Benators Burton of Kansas, Fos 
ter of Washington and Mitchell of Or 
egon. have returned from the Hawaii* 
an islands, where they have been on a 
tour of Inspection aa a sub-commtt- 
lee of the senate comnilttee on I'.acific 
Islands and Porto Rico. They were 
accompanied by ex-Senator Thurston 
of Nebraska. No matter connected 
with the relattbns of the federal gov- 
ernment of the Islands was Ignored by 
the committee. Special attention was 
given to the labor questions and to 
Queen Lilioukalana for the loss of the 
crown landa and the annum revenue 
from the same. Their special atten- 
tion was also given aa to the question 
as to the advisability of so amending 
tho organic act as to require the or- 
ganization of qounty and municipal 
organizations and much testimony 
was taken on this ((uestion. 

Referring to the present indiistrial 
conditions of the islands. Senator 
Mitchell said: "Contrary to the oon- 
ditions of great commercial and busi- 
ness prosperity now prevailing on the 
mainland throughout the United 
States, we regret to be compelled to 
say that wc found the lalands in a 
state of very great commercial and in 
dustrlal expression, caused, it is gen- 
erally claimed by the low price of su- 
gar and the srareity and high prie s 
of labor. 

Mr. Mitchell stated that a spirit of 
harmony characterized all the pro- 
ceedings of the suh-committen. the 
members of which were shown every 
consideration by the people of the 
islands. 

Received No Proposition. 
Buffalo, Oct. 7.— The conference b"- 
twewi President Mitchell and the 
committee of the manufacturers wa.s 
held here behind closed doors. Pres- 
ident Mitchell, accompanied by the 
three district presidents. Duffy, Fahey 
and Nichols. He declined to discuss 
the action of Governor Stone in call- 
ing out the entire national guard of 
Pennsylvania and refused to give the 
substance of what passed between 
himself and Carroll D. Wright. Unitt d 
States commissioner of labor in Phil- 
adelphia. He was asked: "Has Pres- 
ident Roosevelt directly or Imlireclly 
made a projxjsition to you that the 
miners return at once to work at 
their present rate of wages with tho 
promise that he would exert his pow- 
ers to secure to the miners a redress 
of tht ir j;ri( vances .'" "I have heard 
nothing from President Roosevelt 
since the Washington conference," re- 
plied Mr. Mitchell. Further he said he 
had not heard of it and there was 
not hill;; that he knew of In sii,-ht to 
work a solution of the present difli- 
culty.

Wnhlnsfon, Oct. 7. — The bright s'ln 
shine which ushered in the opening ot 
the O. A. R. encampment was sue 
ceeded by cloudy weather. But the 
change had no effect on the spirits of 
the vast crowds which early swarmed 
into the banner-decked streeta and 
hurried to Pennsylvania avenue to 
take their places for the big naval 
parade which waa the chief event of 
the morning. Before 9 o'clock, the 
roped-oft aide walks were packed with 
blue-coated veterans and visitors, 
while the air was filled with the blare 
of bands and the steady tramp of uni 
formed soldiers and marines march- 
ing to their allotted places In the line. 
It was estimated that over 100,000 vis 
Itors were In the line 

The parade was under the command 
of General Heywood, commandant of 
the Marine corpa aa marshal of the 
day and consisted of all the regular 
troops located In and about Washing- 
ton, marines and .iaekles from the 
warships, Sons of Veterans, high 
school cadeta and the Association of 
ex-Prisoners of War, acting as escorts 
for the naval veterans. The column 
started at lo o'clock and marched 
through the densely packed streets to 
the accompaniment of almost continu- 
ous cheers to the reviewing stands op- 
posite the White House, where the es- 
corting l>odies halted and farmed to 
review the naval veterans wlio filed 
past and disbanded near the state, 
war and navy building. A hundred or 
more naval veterans' assoclatkins par- 
ticipated. Even while the parade was 
in progress the reunions of some of 
the army corps were taking place in 
the tented city on the White House 
lot. The parade was reviewed from 
the stand In front of the White House 
by Admiral Dewey and Conimander in- 
Chief Torrence. With them were 
Secretaries .Moody and Root, Admiral 
Taylor and most of the members of 
the diplomatic corps now in the city. 
Admiral Dewey was In full uniform 
and was accompanied by two aides. 
The procession occupied about an 
hour and a quarter In passing the re- 
viewing stand. 

The afternoon was devoted almost 
entirely to reunions and irceptions. 
Captain Eugen^ r. Ware, the commis- 
sioner of pensions, held a reception at 
the pension offlce. At night the big 
"dog wateh" of the naval vetrram 
and other reunions waa held at Camp 
Kuoseveit

New Orleans. Oct 7.— Violence

Jmt before 7 o'clock the company 
started out three from the bams on 
Canal street On each car, manned 
by a non-union motorman, there was 
a large force of ixdicemen. Large 
crowds of strikers and sympathizers 
were on the streets. When the oars 
reached Mlro street the tracks were 
blockaded and when they came to a 
stop a largo crowd attacked them. 
Wires and ropes were cut and the 
cars were l)oarded. A pistol shot was 
fired and the non-union motorman at- 
tacked. One of them was badly cut 
The police s. < iiied Unable to cope 
witli tile situation. 

When the rioting spent itself the 
three cars were left standing on the 
track guarded by policemen. All the 
windows in them were smashed and 
they were otherwise dama-^ed. F. H. 
Schweenlcds of Chicago, a conductor, 
was the man wlio was most badly 
beaten. The mob of strikers captur- 
ed Schweenick and his motorman an 1 
both conseiiied to join the union. 
Some of the poHcenien were liurt by 
tlying stones. The indications are 
that the company has imported a 
number of men from other cities As 
soon as news of the rioting n ached 
the city hall, the mayor lssu(><l a call 
for a meeting of the jioKce board. It 
is understood that the object is to 
secure emergency policemen. 

High oflllcers of the mil It la are In 
the city and preparing themselves fn 
the event of a call for troops. Gov- 
ernor Heard will only order out the 
militia when he is notified by Mayor 
Capdevielle that the situation has be-

In discu-sing the ellectp i f tarifl" re- 
duction upon trii-ts the I'repiilent begs 
every quwtion a' issijrt. Heassomesthat 
the induatries need all their pr<>sent pro- 
tection, and that its reduction would 
dosrt their works and throw ttieir hands 
out of employment. But what we know 
of the costs of production here and 
abroad, and what we see of American 
mannfacturers exporting their goods to 
every quarter of the globe, indicates that 
in many lines the United States can 
meet foreign competition with little or 
no protection. The effect of the high 
duty is to exclude foreign competition 
with industries that are consolidating to 
suppress domestic competition, enab- 
ling them to get a higher price at home 
than they are ijlad to aocept abroad. If 
the foreign price atfords a profit the 
home price is extortionate; if the <;ood8 
are sold abroad at a loss the foreign trade 
is not profitable to the conntrv. If a 
manufacturer is caught with a stock of 
goods on hand which the home market 
will not absorh he luav very well dispose 
of his surplus ahmad at anv prices he 
can get. That is not tfie position of the 
rnaniifacttirers who ate now soliciting 
orders from Europe, Asia and Africa.

LoinsviLLi, Ky., Oct. 6.— Preliminary 
steps were taken this afternoon at a 
meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Kentucky Exhibit Association to 
raise *100,(X10 for a huildinu' and exhibit 
at the Louisiana Purchase Exhibition.
